Got Somewhat Warmish at Times 


The Past Week. 


There was nothing common and 


hum-drum about the weather in the 
Covina valley on Thursday. Anyone 
who has exhausted the weather topic 
in the days to come may refresh the 
old story by recounting the freakish- 
ness occurring on Thursday, July 21 
when the thermometer on Covina's 
principal street dropped from 110 de- 
grees to 90 degrees within one hour 
between 12 and 1 o'clock in the middle 
of the day. 


H has certainly been a hot week for 


Covina. The thermometer has ranged 
up around 108 and 110 degrees on 
several days. On Thursday the ther- 
mometer in front of Nash's drug store 
registerd 110 at noon.

And then as sudden as an 
eastern thunderstorm, the wind began 
to blow a small gale, the sand of the

as decided upon, it Is understood that 
the system will cost over $50,000 


This cost as estimated may be set 


at a higher sum when the estimates 
of sub-contractors are placed in the 
hands of the board.

of January every year after their date 
until the whole is paid; and the in- 
terest shall be payable semi-annually,

Trustees of the City of Coviua de- 
claring its intention to improve a 
portion of Citrus Avenue in the City 
of Covina" is hereby repealed. 


Section 5. The City Clerk shall 


certify to the adoption of this Ordin- 
ance, and shall cause the same to be 
published once per week for two suc- 
cessive weeks in the "Covina Argus," 
a weekly newspaper published and 
circulated in the City of Covina and 
hereby designated for that purpose, 
and shall post the same conspicuously 
for two days on or near the Chamber 
door of the place of meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of said City, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in force.

ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Covina, 
held on the 5th day of July, ]910, by 
the affirmative vote of at least three 
trustees, to-wit:
